A starting point for the SISU project is the experienat that 
pupils with learning difficulties need, if they are to aqulre 
basle proficiencies, well constructed, systematleally drawn up 
exercises which have been tried out on the cllentWe for whom 
they are Intended. A body of material of this sort, adapted 
to speelal circumstances and In addition self-teaching and self- 
eorreetlng. Is nscessar-sr to maintain adequately Individualized 
instruetlon. 

The project has constructed about gO prototypes in Swedish and 
arlthemetie, which have been tried out in about 100 special 
classes and remedial clinics during 1971-72. 

The evaluation consists of effect measures of learning, pupil 
and teaoher attitudes, pupil and teacher observations and a 
speeial study of arithmetic {itMltiplleatlon) . 

Preliminary findings show learning effects, positive pupil and 
teaoher attitudes and a hi^ degree of pupil self activity 
Reports during 1972-73 will describe the results in detail

ThB main objective of the research la to test which of two 
major language laaralng thtorlti - the cognitive code-learning 
and the audlo^lingual habit thtoi^ ^ provides the better baalg 
for the teaching of iaeond language grammr to adults* For 
this purpose two experiment^ mithodSj an expllQlt and an im- 
P^i-^it method were ebmpared in an empirical experiment in the 
fall of 1970.

Two groupi were given the expliol/b and two groups the implicit 
treatment. Th^ experiments leseons though identleml in content, 
differed with reiptct to method, EaQii lesson serlei conilittd 
of ten 40-mlnuti lessons. In order to keep the teacher variable 
under control the leiseni were taped, Thmy included workbooks 
and extensive overhead traMj^rencjr mterlal. Progress was 
meamired with the aid of a test batte^ admlnlstrered both as 
a pmiit and a poitttat, A pupil attitude test (queetiomialre) 
and a verbal aptitude teat ware included as well as other tests. 

Thm original txperiment resulted In significant diffgrenoes of 
learning effect in favour of the explioit method. The explicit 
treatment group also did better In the oral tests. Amlyaii of 
varlanoe revealed.no interaction effects between method on the 
one hand Kid age, proficiency, and verbal aptitude on the other.

Hie 
students attached importance to issues such as teachers, school 
bulldingSj syllabuses, Out-of-class activities and relatlon^ips 
to teaohers, parents and to other students seemed to be of 
minor Importanctt These questions were thought to be answ#red 
by most students, ^estions on social background were Judged ais 
highly Irrelevant to the subject matter and evoked very strong 
resistance arrong the students.

Main findings: TOie output from the project oonslsts of sueh a multitude of 

results that It is nectasary to refer directly to the substudies 
for the pradtleal rssultB. Tlis work so far, as wall as the 
results, strongly Indicates tha' the broad Intirdiscipll nary 
and llngitudlnal approach that has been undertaken has proved 
to be veiY fruitful. Nteny problenis of current Interest have 
been studied within this project which otherwise would have 
taken years of special stu^. Examples are the sub-projects 
concerning school sesregation and dropouts. In theory/the scope 
of the project la large enough to allow the study of a variety 
of such problems, but in practice, limited rssources enforce 
a careful seltetlon of problems for study. It has been shown 
that variables measurtd with uncomplloated and cheap methods 
during the first school years can fairly well predict later 
important types of behavior.

Ir the Swediih school system the classes are helt tbgather for 
the nine years in the coraprehensive Bchool. In this' way the 
pupils are intended to get a wldasoQlal and Intellectual 
experience. Groups are not to be Isolated and segregated according 
to social cireumstanGSS. The purpose is, however, qounteraeted 
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by thi way our larger cities art planned and built, with large, 
homogeneous areas, which are inhabited by people with the same'

A longitudinal study of around 1,000 students enrolltd In the 
liberal arts faoulty of the University of Umta was begun in 
the autumn tefni of I968, and has baan in progress for three 
years. The project was Initiated by the Royal Comnilasion on 
Qualifications (KU), as part of Its terms of referenee relating 
to the prognostic value of Barks and test scores. This lapect 
of KU's inquli^ has been aeoounted for in its special report 
1970:20 under the heading "Study Suoceas at the University of 
Umea".

In the beglnnlns of the gO's, the talking book began to be 
used In the instruotlon of the blind. Today the blind obtain 
most of their Infornmtlon from talking books, thus providing a 
reason for studying more closely how they function and the 
areas in which they are used.

One result of the 
students' slow rate of progress is that short-term investigation 
of intellectual activities is not appropriate for use in schools 
for the mentally retarded. As for the teachers' opinion of the 
design and conduct of the research, it was found that they were 
positive toward the Investigation, because the instructions 
were comprehensive and easy to follow, the system of reporting 
used between the teachers and the research team was simple, and 
the research team' showed a personal Interest In the teaahlnjr 
situation.
